CHINA AND JAPAN, 
Yoxkonrama, December 23rd, 

A ‘telegram from Hiroshima. dated zaad 
instant, states that telegraphic advices had that 
day been received from Antung stating that 
General Katsora had recoricd that a Chinese 
Army, under General Sung, ten thousand atrong, 
were retreating from Keeping, and passing near 
the Japane'e encampment tn the direction of 
Liad-yang: He (General Katsuve) determined to 
check thelr movements, To effect thls he sent 
out a full strength division, Onthe roth Oseko's 
Brigade encountered the enemy at -Kungwasal, 
elght miles west of Halcheng. Soon after 
Oshima's Brigade entered the field and 
joined ‘forces, The Chinese then made a 
stand, and severe fighting took place: which 
lasted nearly five hours, The Japanese force 
consisted of four complete regiments of {o- 
fantry and five batteries of artillery, The 
Chinese made a most stubborn resistance, but 
the Tapanese dashed through 'He enemy four 
times, and ulthmately defeated ‘them, and: the 
Japanese then occupied Kungwasal. The 
Chinese were completely routed, and fled in 
great disorder, past of them to the westward and 
part {n the direction of Yingkow. The Chinese 
losses are heavy, @ ¢ Japanese lovs is still 
unknown, ww Y 

Colonel Fukushima, of Siberlan ride fame, 
hag been appolnted to succred General Komura, 
aa Chlef of the Civfl_Administratlon at Antang, 
General Komura having returned to Hiroshima.
